Dr. Bridges, the fubftituted Prolocutor, 
with feveral Members of the Lower Houfe, brought 
upto the Prefident and Bifhops the following Paper, 
which he read in the Upper Houfe, and delivered to 
the Prefident, together with the Formof an Addrefs 
drawn up by the Lower Houfe. The Paper which he 
read was in thefe Words :

When this was done, the Prefident and =“fhops de- 
fairing of being able to continue upon this Foot any 
good rrefpondence with the Lower Houfe,. and con- 

ering witha) chat che Peftival was now nigh at Hand 
and thet few Members of the Lower © remai 
in Town, prorogued the Convocation to June 3. 

Five Days after this Prorogation,when neither Houfe 
of Convocation was fitting, the Proloeutor, with fome 
Members of the Lower Houfe, attended by feveral 
Clergy-men who were not of that Body, waited upon 
Her Majefty with a feparate Addrefs, which differs a 
little from that which was left upon the Table of the 
Upper Houfe. In che firft Paragraph the Words 
the Lower Houfe of are added; in the fourth, after the 
Word Friendthip, the Words there is are omitted ; and 
there isa Tranfpofition in the laft, with fome other 
fmalier Alterations. When and where thefe Amend. 
ments were made is, beft known to the Members of 
the Lower Houfe, whofe Addrefs is here printed as it 
is publithed in the Gazette.

Uneet Houle fit for them to joyn in: Though had 
there been more Foundation for this than can be pre- 
tended, it would not have warranted the Clergy of the 


Lower Houfe to go with a feparate Addrefs , which is 


not only avery great Innovation, but was the more 
srreqpalae in them, confidering the Tendernefs with 
which the Bifhops treated the Lower Houfe in the Cafe 
of the former Addrefs November 14, 17°5. ie 2 

For when Her Majefty had been pleafed but a lictle 
before, in Her $peech from the Throne, to ebferve with 
Gricf that fome bad been fo very malicioss, as even in Print 
te fuggeft the Church of England, as by Law cftablifbed, +o 
be in Danger at that Time, and both Houfes of Parlia~ 
ment by their Addreffes affured Her Majefty how 
much they difliked all fach Suggeftions; the Arch- 
bifhop and Bithops chought themifclves obliged to do 
the fame in the Convocation alfo, and drew up the 
Form of an Addrefs for that Purpofe. 

This Form was then rejected by the Lower Houfe, 
who prepared another Form of their own; which 
however they did not think fit to prefent feparately at 

‘chat Time. And though the Bithops had Occation 
enough given them to have prefented the Addrefs they 
had made, yet they had thae Regard to the Lower 
Houfe, and that Defire of preferving the Unity of the 
Synod, that they did not refent, as they might juttly 
have done, the Indignity that was put upon them ; 
but contented themfelves with only entering in their 
own Books fome Obfervations upon the irregular Pro- 
ceedings of the Lower Houfe. 

Whether the Lower Houfe have obferved the fame 
Temper in their prefent Condu&, or have had that 
due Regard to the Suberdination of Presbyrers to their 
Bithops, or that Concern for the Unity of the Church 
which they oughe always to thew, or have ated 
agreeably to the Affurance they gave Her Maijefty in 
this very Addrefs of their fudying the Things which make 
er Peace, is left to the Judgment of all fuch who wili 
mpartially confider the Cafe chat is thus laid before 
them.
